Scientists continued today an 
investigation of the meteor that 
exploded 
over

Lakes area Saturday night. 


A mas?ive search for frag­ 
ments of the meteor was launch­ 
ed Sunday. H ie scientific probe 
will attempt to trace Its path 
and. if possible, 
recover frag­ 
ments. 


The “ ball of fire" 
flashed 
across the northern horizon in 
Michigan with a light brighter 
than the sun, witnesses said. 
The light was seen from as far 
west as Denver and as far east 
as Buffalo. N.Y. 


One observer said: 'i t was as 
if God were writing in the sky 
with a flaming finger." 


A farm er in Indiana 
and a 
policeman in northern Ontario, 
hundreds of miles apart, said 
Sunday they were certain they 
saw parts of the meteor la li 
near them. 


Gov. George Romney 
was 
among those who saw t h e me­ 
teor. Romney was in a plane 
heading for a speech engage­ 
ment in St. Clair. 


“We thought we were under 
attack," he said. 


Dr. George Wetherill, cf the 
UCLA Institute of Geophysics, 
said he and other researches 
j would follow "the best leads" 
j to see if the spot where 
pos- 
' sible fragments landed 
could 
be pinpointed. 


"Meteors 
are 
the 
only 
samples we have of m atter from 
outside the earth," Wetherill 
«aid. "We can learn a lot about 
the solar system from them if 
we can recover them 
while 
they are fresh." 


Reports, mainly from 
Caro 
in Tuscola County, said that a 
scries of brush fires had- been 
started by falling fragments of 
the meteor. 


Wetherill discounted the Mich­ 
igan reports, saying, “meteor­ 
ites usually are cool by the time 
they hit the earth.” 


<A meteor—actually a 
piece 
of rock which orbits the sun— 
is called a meteorite if it reach­ 
es the earth’s surface* before 
being completely burned up.>

Pope Calls For 
Prayer To End 
Viet Nam War 


VATICAN CITY «AP* — Pope 
Paul VI today proclaimed Octo­ 
ber a month of worldwide pray­ 
er to end the Viet Nnm war and 
set Oct. 4 as a day of special 
observance for Roman Catho­ 
lics. 


Warning that "we are threat­ 
ened by a m ore extensive and 
more disastrous calamity that 
endangers the human family.” 
the Pope called for a redoubling 
of prayers next month. 


He 
urged 
Catholics 
every­ 
where to join in a special "day 
of prayer" Oct. 4 — the first 
anniversary of his peace pil­ 
grimage to the United Nations 
in New York — and announced 
he would preside at a ceremony 
that day in St. Peter’s Basilica. 


In the fourth encyclical of his 
reign, the Pope told the world's 
half billion 
Roman 
Catholics 
that he lifted his voice “with 
piercing cry and with tears" to 
political leaders to "prevent the 
further spread of the conflagra­ 
tion and even to extinguish it 
entirely." 


He called for a meeting to 
work out plans for a peace and 
said "a settlement should be 
reached now. even at the ex­ 
pense of some inconvenience or 
loss, for (otherwise» 
it may 
have to be made later in the 
train of bitter slaughter and in­ 
volve great loss.” 


The Pope added that a peace 
settlement “must rest on justice 
and the liberty of mankind, and 
take into account the rights of 
individuals and communities, or 
dlfeerwisc it will be shifting and 
unstable." 


The pontiff also appealed for 
an end to the nuclear arm s 
race, nationalist expansion, ra­ 
ti? in, segregation and revolu­ 
tion. 


In his encyclical, a circular 
letter to the world’s Roman 
Catholic bishops, the Pope noted 
that the month of October is 
dedicated to prayers to Mary 
and sai<I that this October ‘‘our 
prayers 
and 
supplications 
should be redoubled” to help 
bring peace to all men.

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Shortage Of Nurses 


Hospital administrators are alarmed by the in­ 
creasing squeeze caused by rapidly frrowing patient 
loads and a shortage of nurses, according to the Mich­ 
igan Hospital Association. 


Population growth witli increasing numbers of 
young and old spells heavier patient loads. Medicare, 
which went into effect last July, and the growing needs 
of combat foixies in Viet Nam contribute further to the 
demands on health care facilities. 


Some indication of the trend is evident in these 
fijiures: For every 1.000 persons in the United States 
there were 189.8 admissions to general and special hos­ 
pitals in 1902. wliich was nearly twice the number ad­ 
mitted in 1910.

Q uality nursing care is an essential part of quality 
health care, but the nation’s ability to provide the quan- 
tity of quality nursing services demanded is threatened 
by the availability of qualified professional nurse per­ 
sonnel. 


According to the American Nurses Association, at 
least 50.000 professional nurses are needed to fill the 
budgeted full-time positions now vacant. In 1963 twen­ 
ty-one per cent of the positions in non-federal general 
hospitals were vacant. In 1965 twenty per cent of the 
positions in psychiatric hospitals were vacant. 


“Because the need for professional and practical 
nurses is increasing so much faster than the supply, 
hospitals have employed ever larger numbei*»^ of nurs­ 
ing aides, many of whom are inadequately trained.” the 
Surgeon General’s Consultant Group on Nursing has 
reported. “Tliis solution to the problem of shortages 
has pi*oduced an alarming dilution of the quality of 
service. In some hospitals the use of auxiliary W'orkers 
has reached such exti*eme proportions that nursing 
aides give as much as 80 per cent of the direct nui^sing 
services.

“Between 1950 and 1962. with the increased com­ 
plexity of medical service in hospitals, the total amount 
of care per patient has increased. At the same time, 
the proportion of direct care given by professional 
nurses dropped from about 49 per cent in 1950 to 30 
per cent in 1962.’* 


Today there are 621.000 professional nurses prac­ 
ticing In the United States. By 1970 .the consultant 
group estimates, 850.000 professional nurses. 229.000 
more than are employed today, will be needed for “safe, 
nursing service.”

One deterrent to adequate nursing service prob­ 
ably is the economic status of registered nursing prac­ 
titioners. Salaries that do not reflect the value of 
nurses* service effectively discourage the recruitment 
of talented young people and retention of able practi- 
titioners. Fortunately, nurse salaries have been moving 
up substantially. 


There also is a critical need for additional nurses* 
training personnel. Allan Barth, executive director of 
the Michigan Hospital Association, has called for the 
expansion of current nursing' education programs in 
Michigan and the creation of new ones. In a resolution 
presented simultaneously to Gov. Romney and the gov­ 
erning bodies of all state-supported colleges and uni­ 
versities, the MHA pointed out that the most serious 
need is for the faculty to educate professional nursing 
students. 


“It is in the interest of all of the pwple that more 
institutions of higher education in Michigan provide 
education for faculty members for associate degree, 
diploma and baccalaureate programs.” the resolution 
stated.

“Many painful and disabling 
and costly injuries could be 
prevented if people would just 
take a little precaution on their 
own part and wear seat belts. 
There’s a good chance that 
you'll be in an accident sooner 
or later, and you can't pick the 
time and place.” 


Lap Belt Lifesaver 
Dr. Huelke and his colleague 
in the study of auto fatalities, 
U-M pathologist Paul W. Gikas, 
M.D., concluded that simple lap 
seat belts would have saved 40 
per cent of the 177 victims in 
cases they investigated. A dia­ 
gonal shoulder belt, used with 
a seat belt, would have saved 
an 
additional 
13 
per cent. 
Shoulder belts will be available 
as optional extras in most 1967 
cars. 


No comparable figures have 
been extracted from the study 
of nonfatal injuries, because 
Dr. Huelke does not yet regard 
the job as completed. 


But, he say. “the majority of 
facial, knee and leg injuries 
that we’ve encountered could 
easily have been prevented if 
the person had been wearing a 
belt. 


Injuries to the face are the 
most common in the current 
study. The chief culprit has 
been the windshield, and here 
Dr. Huelke has found evidence 
that design changes do pay off. 


Windshields Safer 
“We’ve seen relatively fewer 


cases of windshield injuries in 
1966 model cars, and those that 
we have seen are less severe 
than in eerlier cars. The reason 
is that the plastic laminate 
sandwiched between the glass it 
thicker. It bends more before 
the glass shatters, so it can 
withstand a greater head-to- 
glass impact.'* 


After the 
windshield, 
the 
most common instrument of in­ 
jury is the steering wheel and 
column. 


“Never, even in the fatality 
study, have we seen a victim 
actually impaled on the steer­ 
ing column. But we often see 
the ribs compressed or crush­ 
ed. 


“It is my hope and feeling 
that 
the 
collapsible steering 
column to be used on many 
1967 cars will diminish the 
number of these injuries. If it 
performs as expected, it will 
be the greatest safety advance 
since the seat belt.” 


Knee and leg injuries inflict­ 
ed by the lower part of the in­ 
strument panel could be re­ 
duced by padding that area. Dr. 
Huelke believes. “Of course, 
they’d be virtually eliminted if 
people would wear their seat 
belts. But I don’t think the 
American public is really aw'are 
of the belts’ benefits yet, and 
therefore many people are not 
taking this precaution.”

Safe Mine Bi 


WASHINGTON (AP> ^ Pres­ 
ident Johnson has signed a 
new mine safety bill which he 
said **closes a serious gap** in 
efforts to eMminate on-the-job 
hazards. 


The measure extends federstl 
health and safety standards to 
metal and nonmetallic m i n e s 
employing more than 290,000 
workers. It does not cover coal 
mining which has had s u c h 
standards for some time under 
an earlier law. 


At a Cabinet Room ceremony. 
Johnson said the new act will 
help protect men who mine 
such raw materials a.^ 4 r o n , 
copper and uranium ores, sand, 
gravel, crushed stone, potash 
and other mineral. 


“llie work is hard and it is 
dangerous,” J<rtmson sakl. “For 
too many years, this industry 
has been jjravely deficient in 
safety practices.’* Last year. 
Jenson said. 181 workers were 
killed and nearly 12,000 were in- 
iured -seriously enough to lose 
time from their jobs. 


The bill Johnson signed today 
gives the Biu^au of Mines au­ 
thority to prescribe health and 
safety rules and to enforce ttiem 
through a system of mine in­ 
spections. The Bureau may ap­ 
prove safety programs set up by 
states and cooperate with states 
in mine inspection and safety 
enforcement.

Kirk Harrington is a den- 
list by profession, but a fann­ 
er at heart. 


n e g i n n i n g eai-ly each 
spring. Harrington works the 
koil of a plot at Sylvan Point 
allowed for his purposes by 
close friend Gust Anderson.

It is then 
picked and left to dry and 
isn’t ready for popping until 
around Christmas. 


Nearly dwarfed by tlie tall 
popcorn stalks, the good doc­ 
tor made his way through 
tlie rows the other day in 
tile bright sunshine. 


E\'ory once in a while he 
v. niUl snap off an ear. jx'a! 
it back and point out where 
the birds had already begun 
to nibble. 


‘ The year's crop ought to 
make it regardless of what 
liappens.” he smiled. 


Harrington explained that 
tile r a good frost, popcorn 
tan; can 
be picked. They 
tiien must be dried before 
popping. You can do it either 
of two ways, he continued, 
by husking and hanging or 
by leaving the ears intact and 
placing them in a sheltered 
place away from the ele­ 
ments. but with enough air 
to allow them to dry slowly. 
A back entry makes a go<^ 
piace. 


“ About 13 per cent mois­ 
ture is best for popping," he 
.said. 


Popcorn, he continued, is 
planted early in the spring, 


•Imoit as soon as the ground 
can be worked. It has to be 
planted'early to allow time to 
ripen and can be planted 
early because the seeds and 


young stalks stand cold • 
let better than swati corn.
